; diſlike of their reſolution, but alſo ſ&- 
ing ſo fit occaſion to execute their pur- 


poſes, and fo much frutfe euen ripe fo: 
Gods table, when they could no wayc 
pcrſwade the ſouldiers to pꝛoceede in 
the diſcouerie, reſolued to ſtap in the 
ſaide pꝛouince with onelp th2e& Indian 


boyes and one mungrell, whome they 


carried with them, thinking that not⸗ 
withſtanding they there remained a⸗ 
tone, yet they ſhoulde bee very ſafe by 
reafon of the affabilitp and loue wher⸗ 


with the inhabitantes intreated them. 


When the eight ſouldiers were thus 
returned to their deſtred place, they 


pꝛeſently ſent newes of their ſuccefſe 


to the vicerop at Mexico, which is di-

He toke his wap toward p nozth 
and within 2. daies tourney he met with 
manp Indians called Conchos in rowes 
oꝛ ſtreets of ſtraw houſes, who whe they 
vnderſtod of the comming of our people, 
dane fo:th toyfully to mœte them. The 
fode of this people, as allo of all the reff 
of this pꝛouince which is very large, is p 
fleſh of comes, hares.⁊ deere, wherof they 
haue great plentp.

into the woods, leauing their toons and 
houſes deſert, Me afterward vnderſtood 
that a few peares befoze there had bee ne 
ſome ſoldiers which going to ſeck mines 
had led certeine of the inhabitantes caps 
tine, which was the cauſe of pd fcare and 
ſuſpifiouſnes of the reſt. But the captcin 
gaue oꝛder fo2 the calling of them backe, 
with aſſurance that they ſhould haue no 
pharme, vſing ſo good pollicie Þ they retur 
ned ? were very wel vſed, wherby cntoy- 
ing their fauour , x by interpꝛeters p20- . 
miſing that they choulde haue no harme, 
_ thep became quiet, & were content with | 
the ſetting vp of croſſes, t to heare y my- 
| Nertes of þ ſame, wherewith in outward 
thew they ſeemed to be wel pleaſed, and 
afterwaro accompanied them as their 
neighboꝛs had done, vntill they brought 
them to another peoplo about 12. leagues

ſame are as large as Guadalquiuir which 
fall into the very noꝛth lea, It hath mas | 
ny lakes of (alt water, whiche certaine 
times of the peare do curdle & they make 
thcrof very god ſalf, They are a warlike 
people and ſo ſhewed themſelues, foꝛ the 
f(t night chat our people pitched their 
tampe, they ſhot x killed fitte hozſes any 
burt as many moꝛe very ſoꝛe, nether hay 
left any aliue if the watch had not beha⸗ 
ucd themſelues very well in the defence 
of the reſt, & hauing done this het 
en 
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bꝛormht them much vicuals with ofher 
dainties & gifts, eſpectally ſkins of Cha-

ons, pca 4 perſwaded the to certific their 


neighbours: that they were men that did 
no harme to any, neither went to fake & 


rob them of their gods. This thzough his 
wiſedome did he bꝛing to paſſe 4 eaſilie 


obteined, 4 gaue vnto their Caſiques ter⸗ 


taine bunches of glaſſe beads which they 


carted of purpoſe, x hats # other childiſh

it was found that they had ſome ſmall 


inckling of our Chꝛiſtian fatth , foꝛ they 
made ſigns toward God with loking vp 
into heauen , whome in their language 
they call Appallito, him they acknow⸗ 


ledge foꝛ the Loꝛd at whoſe hand à mercy 


1 1 confeſſe that they haue receiued life 


+ naturall being. Pany of them came x 


bꝛought their wines + childꝛen, to the in⸗ 
tent that the religious perſons of whom 
we ſpake, which went with the ſoldiers 
might glue them their bleſting.

learned that knowledge of God they ſaid 
of thaw Chꝛiſtians 4 one Negro that had 
palled that way # ftaied a while in their 
countric , who by the tokens that they 


gaue,ſemed to be Aluares Nunnes Cabe- 


ca de Vacca, Dorantes, Caſtillio Maldona- 
bo x a Negro, who were eſcaped from the 


Armato wherwith Pamphilo of Narnaes 
entred info Florida, & hauing bene long 
llaues chanced to come to theſe places, 


where GOD w2ought many ſtrange 
things by them, yea £ healed ſundzie pars 
ſons, wherebp their name was famous 
thꝛoughout al that countrie. All this pꝛo⸗ 


uince emed to remaine very quiet, in

led in Chamois very well dꝛeſled. Dur 


| me could not learne the name of that na⸗ 
tion fo2 want of an Interpꝛeter that vn⸗ 
derſtod their language,notwithitanding 
they dealt with them by ſignes, 4 when 


they ſhewed them certaine ſtones of very 
great pꝛice, deuiaunding whether there 
were any ſuch in their land: They an⸗ 
[wered by ſignes, that about ffuc dates

Here they found houſes of 4 ſtoꝛies high, 
very wel hizided with gallant lodgings, x 
in moſt of the Koaucs ſoꝛ the winter ſea⸗ 
ſon. Their garments were of cotton # of 
darres ſkins,# the attp:e both of the men F 
woments after the maner of the Indians 
of Mexico, hut the ſtrangeſt thing of all 
was that both men and women did weare 

E- ſhoes + botes of good leather, with ſoales 

5 | of cow hides , a matter neuer ſeene in any 
L other of thoſe tonntries befoꝛe. The wom 
do kecpt theyꝛ haire very well combed and 
8 bp, without any thing vpon thep:

in a wd, as alſo foꝛ feare of miſhap, it per 
chance they ſhuld be ſeperated one frõ an⸗ 
other. They are people in maners not vn⸗ 
like their neighboꝛs, as well furniſhed as 
they x of as god gouernment. About 15 

leagues fro this pꝛouince weſtward theo 
foud a great-towne called Acoma, cõſiſting 
of aboue 6000 ſonles, ſcanding bpo a high 
rocke, which was aboue 50 paces high, ha-

ning no other entrance but by a ladder oz: 


pa pꝛe of ſtaiers hewen in the ſame rocke, 


which bꝛed a great maruell in our men:al 


their water they haue in ceſternes. The 
chieſe mẽ of this fowne came peaceabty to 


viſit the Ovantards, bꝛinging them many. 
mantels, Chamois well dꝛeſſed, & pletie of 


bictnals. Their erable land lieth 2 leagues 


fro them, + the water that moiſteneth the 
ſame pꝛotedeth from a ſmall riuer niere 
ther to, about the which do grow many roſe 
trees like to thoſe of Caſtile. There are als 
ſo manp wods hauing in the ſome mines 


ok meftall , but they went not to ſe them 


becauſe the Indians be both many & very 
warlike. Dur men remained here 3 dapes,

and in one of the townes the people made 
them a ſolemne daance, & therewith came 
| mew in gallant garments , a plaics very

ingenious wherewith they were wonder⸗ 
fullp delighted. 

About 24 leagues fro hence toward the 
weſt, they hapned vpon a pꝛouince in the 
countric language called Zuni, and by the Zuni. 
Ppantards named Cibola, wherin do inha⸗ 
bite very manp Indians. In this citie had 
Frances Vaſques Coronado erected many - 
croilcs and other tokens of Chꝛiſtianitie 
which et remaine, They alſo kound there 
thꝛee Indian Chiiſtians that had cotinued 
there, cuer ſince his laid icurney , whole 


names were Andrew of C uy oacan, lafper 


of Mexico, # Antony of Gu: idalaiara, i ho 
had almoſt fo2aotte their cwne language, 
but could ſpeake that conintris fpacch very 
well, notwithſtauding that in a final time 
being talked withall, thep caſilp retouered 
che vnderſtäding of what ſo cucr was ſpo⸗ 
ken. Of them our men vnderſtod that 6 
dates iourneis of, there was a verp great 
lake # vpõ the ſhores thereof manp godly 
townes, alſo that the enhabitans of p ſame 
had plentie of gold, which was y better to 
be knowen becauſe they al did were b2acc- 
lets 4 carerinas thereof: alſo that Frances 
Vaſques Coronado being certiſted thereof

terded 14 iournies thitherward, and then 
thꝛough want of water was foꝛced fo res. 
turne, determim ng ncuerthciclſe to make 
a ſecc nd botage thither being better furs

med, ber N pꝛeuented therein by death. 
to the nelus of p riches afoꝛeſaid did 
the 10 Antony of Lipeio apply himſelf, 
to whoſe opinion the molt part of his com⸗ 
pany condiſcender, except the Frier, who 
ellevacd p if was now time to returne to 
new y ſcay, from whence they came, there 
to auto accompt of y which they had ſeene, 
Whereto molt of them conſented, leauing 
their capteine with onely 9 companions 5 
will:ngip followed him, who alter know⸗ 
ledge of p riches afoꝛeſaid, departed with 
his fats companions, x traueiling birectly 
foward y weft, aſter hee had tournetcd 28, 
leagues, found another verp great Lande, 
which by eſtimatiõ conteined 5-000 fouls 
moe. The inhabitans underſtanding of 
their appꝛoch.ſent them wozd: vpon paine 
death to come no neerer their tawnes, 
wherto p capteine anſwered, 55 their com- 
ming was no wap to harme them, as they 
mould wel perceiue, x therefo2c requoſted 
then not lo moleſt them, 4 withal gaue to

the meffenger ſome ſuch rewards as thep 


had at hand, who vpon yp ſame,gaue fo god 


woꝛds of our people he mollified þ harts 
of the rebelligus TndNtas, x obteined leave 


foꝛ them to come among them, which they 


did with 150 of their krendes of þ pꝛoninte 
of Cibola ufoꝛeſaid, and the thaw Niex: ca! 
Indians befoꝛe mentioned. 
Then they came within one league of 
the first towne, there came kooꝛthto merte 
them abouc 20-5 Indians with necefſarte 
p2ontfion, as victnals,+c.who the capteint 
rewarded with ſome things of ſmal value, 
which vnto- them neuerthclefſo ſcemed of 
greater jecount then fo much gold. Appꝛo⸗ 
thing neerer to the towne, which Was na- 
ned Zavuato, d great number of Indiaus 
tame kooꝛth to mtete them, and among the 
reſt the Caſſicques, with ſo great demon⸗ 
ſfraſton of toy, that they taſt much meale 
and maiz vppon the ground foꝛ the horses 
to fread vpon: with ſuch trimmph they en⸗ 


tered the towne; where they were muche 


made of, and very woll lodged, which the 
tapteine did in part requite, gining to the 
chieteſt among thein hattes, and beades of 
glaſſe, with manie ſuth triſles that thop 


caryed withthom fo2 foe like purpoſe .-

The laid Caſſicques pzelently gaue notice 
26ugh y whole pꝛouince of p arrinall of 
thcle new gueſts, whs thep ropoꝛted to be 
a curteous people, 2 ſuch as offered them 
no harm, intreating them to come to their 
towns, which they veelded vato, though w 
great foꝛeſight what might follow, wher⸗ 
in y captein allo vſed ſome pollicp, giuing 
them to vnderſtande Þ the hozies, who (as 
khey had already been infozmod, Would des 
noure men, were verp flerce, + therefo2e 
it was neceſſary to make ſome fo2t of lime 
t ſtone wherin to keepe them, to auoid (ſuch 
inconuenience as otherwiſe might fall to 
Pp Indians bythem, Which the Caſſicques 
did ſo ſtedfaſtly beleue, Þ with all ſpeede d 
ſaid foꝛt which our men reguired was by 
them finiſhed. oꝛeouer vpo the capteines 
ſpeech 5 he. would depart, they bꝛought vn⸗ 
to him a pꝛeſent of 4000. mantles of cof- 
ton both white r painted, a great quantity 
of handkerchicles purled x ſkitched, x ſome 
rich mettal among which ſermed fo cotetn 
much luer. Among theſe Indians they 
learned much concerning the great Lake 
akoꝛeſaid, as alla of the riches thereof, and 
great abundance ok golde.

Mis people, left there 5 of his tõpanp with 
the reſt of his Indian frands , wha thence 
touls returne to Zuni with p baggage, 2 
twke » ocher 4 with him, p:oceeding with 
ſuch guides as he had gotten,+hauing tra⸗ 
nellcd 4; leagues toward ð weft, he came 
i I fo very rich mines,out of the which w his 
3 owne jad he toke rich mettall's much fil - 
ver: theſe mines were in a woddie moun⸗ 
taine, wherefs they might eaſtly get vp by 
reaſon of an opt way play to the ſame. As 
bout the were ſome townes of Indians cal 
led Seranos, who came foꝛth to mert them gn 
with croſſes in their hands x other tokens 
of peace.

This pꝛouince conteined by eſtima⸗ 
tion about 25020 ſoules, all very well ap? 
parelled in mantels of cotten painted, and 
r chamois very wel dꝛeſſed: they haue mas 
ny groues of pines # cedars, and their hou⸗ 
ſes are cf 4 02 5 ſtoꝛies height. Deere they 
had notice of another people, which was a⸗ 
bout one datcs iournp thence, conſiſting of 
abone 40000 ſoules, in which place when 
they came, the inhabitants would giue thẽ 
no fod, noꝛ admit theſh into their towns: 
fo2 which cauſe, as alſo becauſe of the dans 
ger wherinthey were, as alſo Þ ſome of the
